585 A1 to PIzak. The Request for Reconsideration and the 132 Declaration are not persuasive because the Declaration only compares 
the Applicant's claimed process without the activation step to the performance set forth for Examples 1 and 2 in the PIzak reference, but 
does not compare the applicants' claimed process (with the activation) to the processes set forth in Examples 1 and 2 in PIzak. What the 
Patent Office is looking for is an unexpected improvement in CO oxidation performance for the Applicants' activated composition 
compared to the performance conversions of 5.7 and 4.6 mM of CO/s . g reported for Examples 1 and 2 in the PIzak reference. 
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
